Prof. Nordenskjold’s Vessel, 
Naples Letter to the London Letter. 
An unexpectedly line day tempted me to 
go and make the closer acquaintance of the 
Vega. She is a whaler of 500 toss, paint­ 
ed black, and bare of ornament, save for 
a gilded line below her bulwarks. She is 
tilted up with a small engiuc that enables 
her, without sails, to move at the slow rate 
of five miles an hour. 
A9 she lay, so black 
and unpretending, on the water, I fancied 
what a dark little nutshell she must have 
looked when jammed among the ice-fields 
off the East Cape. The obliging officer 
showed U9 the track of tho vessel on the 
chart, and the point at which she stuck 
last, a little to the south west of the Ei9i 
Cape, when one day more of open water 
would have carried her safely round aud 
spared the ten months’ waiting. Here. 
attached by ropes to large pieces of ice, 
about 5,000 feet distant irom the Siberian 
coast, the stout little vessel waited, and her 
inhabitants did not suffer too much from 
the cold of winter, for tho sides of the 
ship are composed of two strata of wood, 
between which is a lining of felt; and on 
the stern, beside this, there is a vacant 
space between wood and felt, througu 
which passed hot air. Tfiu9, a tempera­ 
ture of 23 and more degrees above zero 
was maintained in tbs saloon and cabins, 
when outside it showed 50 degrees below 
zero. Five stoves were kept constantly 
heated in different parts of the vessel, and 
yet the ceilings were lined with strips of 
ice, the result of condensation. The cold 
was not the voyagers’ worst enemy, and 
they suffered but little from it, but it was 
impossible to face the terrible storms ot 
wind, which drove the snow along at the 
rate of 35 miles an hour, and during such 
times of storm, which repeatedly occurred 
until the month of May, tho illustrious 
explorers shut themselves up as hermeti 
cally as the Tuchutski, the Esquimaux, aud 
other 
Arctic populations. 
Until 
the 
increasing depth of the snow prevented 
such exercise, skatmg and games of ball 
assisted in keeping up the health and 
spirits of the crew, not a man of which 
was lost or even seriously ill. Go arriving 
in port, Prof. Nordenakjold received Irom 
the King of Italy the Grand Order of the 
Crown of Italy, and from the King of 
Sweden that of the Polar Star, through 
the hands of the Italian Admiral and 
Swedish Ambassador. The news is now 
confirmed that the Nordenskjold, 
the 
steamer that was sent in search of tho 
Vega, and which stranded off one of the 
Japanese islands, is now afloat again, and, 
if possible, till! be newly fitted out, and 
next year attempt the northeast passage in 
the contrary direction to that so successful­ 
ly taken by the Vega.

A n Officer T ells H is S tory. 
Omaha Herald. 
A graphic description of tb6 hardships 
o f winter quarters id the Ute country was 
untoldod to a Herald reporter yesterday by 
an officer who bad come through Irom the 
bean of the hostile land. 
“ What troops are there in the Ute coun­ 
try ?” asked the reporter. 
“ There are six companies of the Seventh 
infantry lying below Snake river, two com 
panics of the Fourth infantry, and three 
companies of the Fifth cavalry at White 
river, three companies of the Fourth ln - 


lOwtlt Which wlil.be sold at.a bargain. 


“How are they Jiving ?” 
“Tney are wintering in tents and dug­ 
outs. They have an abundance of rations, 
but no fresh vegetables, and fear an attack 
of scurvy. Tnis is a very generous de­ 
partment, and, mind you, we do not find 
fault with it, but it is very difficult to send 
supplies down there.” 
“Aud how do the men stand it?” 
“They are in fair health. I believe no 
others on the lace of the earth can endure 
as well as American soldiers. They are 
plucky, intelligent, and have inventive 
powers not surpassed by any other people. 
It is a marvel that men can stand it. There 
are dead horses, mules and cattle lying 
around like pigeons at a shooting match, 
ail starved and Irozea.” 
“I understand you were with the frozen 
wagon train?” 
“I was with tho train. It started from 
Rawlins to go down to White river, and 
w_as caught in the snow on the 23J, 24th, 
25th and 20th of December. No words can 
c >nvey an idea of the horror of that storm. 
Tile temperature was about 30 above zero, 
when the wind shitted suddenly to the 
northeast, and the mercury fell so low that 
it refused to mark. The sky was clear for 
a while, and a fierce wind blew with a ve­ 
locity, I should say, of sixty miles aa hour. 
it it had been still we should have 
had Aye feet of snow on 
a level. 
We halted 
for the night at Separation 
cret k. The train waa divided, part of the 
wagons being left there with the wheel 
mules, and the teams being doubled up to 
ten mules on a six mule load. 
The wag­ 
ons in advance only made two and a half 
miics in six hours. 
Alter the halt the 
drivers of the wagons in advance—citizens 
teamsters—came piling back to the creek 
where I and the surgeon were. 
Their 
laces were as white as the wall. The sur­ 
geon could do nothing but put snow on 
their frozen faces and hands. 
They bad 
left everything and made a break for life. 
It they had been ten miles away Instead of 
two and a hall they could not haye lived to 
reach ue. I never saw such a demoralized 
outfit in my life. The only men who 
stayed by me were three soldiers. 
There 
were seventeen of the driyers who came 
back. Four deserted and have never been 
seen since. It is net known whether they 
are alive or not.” 
“ Where did you go fof relief ?’* 
“I started for 
Rawlins, 
twenty-two 
miles away on the 25th, travelling on ho'se 
back and in a spring wagon. It took me 
six days to get there.
